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The Harvard University Press has in contemplation the 
issue of a series of Harvard Studies in Theology. The 
editors of the Harvard Theological Review have arranged 
that some of the series shall be published in the form of 
Extra Numbers of the Review, which will ordinarily be 
furnished gratuitously to the subscribers to the Review. 
This will make possible the execution of the plan, long cher- 
ished by the editors and announced when the Review was 
established, of publishing valuable contributions to theo- 
logical thought and knowledge which might be so long as to 
occupy an entire number. 

The first of these Extra Numbers will be sent to sub- 
scribers to the Review in the course of the present summer. 
It will contain an essay by Professor Charles C. Torrey 
of Yale University on "The Aramaic Original of Acts 
i— xv." In compensation, the number of pages in the July 
and October numbers of the Review is somewhat diminished.
